Effective immediately, all violations of the attached list, and cited on written notices to appear, 
will be deemed to be infractions pursuant to Penal Code Sectionl7(d) and Los Angeles 
Municipal Code (LAMC) Section 11.00 (m). 

If Department personnel seek to have one of the sections prosecuted as a misdemeanor, the 
existing arrest and booking process must be utilized. Additionally, personnel must also include 
a narrative containing sufficient information to support the charge and a statement explaining 
the reason the charge should be prosecuted as a misdemeanor.
